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Summary 

World  production  of  tallow  and  greases 
continued  to  rise  in  1971  and  set  a  new  high  of 
10,161  million  pounds,  compared  with  9,759 
million  in  1970.  Total  exports  rose  to  3,617  mil- 
lion pounds  from  3,442  million  in  1970;  and, 
total  imports  increased  to  3,627  million  from 
3,382  million  the  previous  year. 

Production 

World  production  of  tallow  and  greases  in 
the  major  producing  countries  continued  to 
rise  in  1971  and  set  a  new  high  of  10,161  mil- 
lion pounds.  This  was  an  increase  of  4.1  per- 
cent from  the  1970  level  of 9,759  million  pounds 
and  was  28  percent  larger  than  the  1961-65 
annual  average  of  7,954  million  pounds. 

All  major  producing  countries  recorded 
gains  over  1970  except  Argentina,  Uruguay, 
West  Germany,  New  Zealand,  and  the  Nether- 
lands. The  United  States  showed  the  largest 
absolute  increase  of  289  million  pounds,  fol- 
lowed by  Canada  with  48  million  and  the 
USSR  with  44  million.  Argentina  for  the 
second  consecutive  year  recorded  the  largest 
drop  of  19  million  pounds,  followed  by 
Uruguay  with  12  million  and  Sweden  with  4 
million. 

North  America.  Production  in  this  area 
rose  to  6,328  million  pounds  from  5,987  million 
for  1970.  The  United  States  and  Canada 
accounted  for  most  of  the  increase.  U.S.  pro- 
duction set  a  new  high  of  5,752  million  pounds 
and  was  up  5.3  percent  from  the  1970  figure  of 
5,463  million.  Production  in  Canada  rose  to  440 
million  pounds  from  393  million  for  1970. 
Other  countries  showing  gains  were  Mexico, 
Costa  Rica,  Guatemala,  Honduras,  and 
Nicaragua. 


South  America.  Tallow  and  grease 
production  dropped  to  607  million  pounds  from 
634  million  for  1970.  Argentina,  Uruguay, 
Chile,  and  Paraguay  accounted  for  the  decline 
and  offset  small  gains  recorded  for  Brazil, 
Colombia,  Peru,  and  Venezuela. 

Europe.  Production  in  Western  Europe  was 
1,462  million  pounds — up  1  percent  from  the 
1,448  million  produced  in  1970.  All  countries  in 
this  region  recorded  gains  except  West 
Germany,  the  Netherlands,  and  Sweden,  while 
production  in  Switzerland  and  the  United 
Kingdom  showed  no  change  from  the  previous 
year. 

Output  in  Eastern  Europe,  excluding  the 
USSR,  was  estimated  at  201  million 
pounds — up  slightly  from  the  197  million 
produced  in  1970.  Gains  in  Poland, 
Yugoslavia,  and  East  Germany  offset  declines 
recorded  for  Bulgaria  and  Czechoslovakia. 
Production  in  Hungary  showed  no  change 
from  the  1970  level.  Production  in  the  USSR 
was  estimated  at  706  million  pounds,  or  up 
almost  7  percent  from  the  previous  year's 
figure  of  662  million. 

Oceania.  This  area's  production  rose  to  733 
million  pounds  from  710  million  for  1970.  Out- 
put in  Australia  totaled  547  million  pounds, 
compared  with  522  million  produced  in  1970, 
while  production  in  New  Zealand  dropped  to 
186  million  from  188  million  for  the  previous 
year. 

Production  Outlook.  World  tallow  and 
grease  production  in  1972  is  expected  to  con- 
tinue upward  but  the  percentage  gain  is 
expected  to  be  small.  Output  of  tallow  is 
expected  to  rise  in  all  continents  resulting  from 
the  slaughter  of  more  cattle.  However,  grease 
production  is  expected  to  drop  as  a  result  of 
reduced  hog  slaughter  in  the  United  States  and 
the  European  Community. 
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Trade 

World  exports  by  the  major  producers  during 
1971  totaled  3,617  million  pounds  compared 
with  3,442  million  for  1970.  Gains  were 
recorded  for  the  United  States,  Canada,  and 
Ireland.  Countries  showing  significant  drops 
from  the  previous  year  included  Argentina, 
Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  Uruguay. 

United  States— World's  Largest 
Exporter.  The  United  States  continues  to  be 
the  world's  largest  exporter  of  tallow  and 
greases.  Shipments  in  1971  totaled  2,569  mil- 
lion pounds,  compared  with  2,189  million  in 

1970  and  the  1961-65  annual  average  of  1,777 
million.  The  U.S.  share  of  world  trade 
represented  71  percent  of  total  exports  last 
year,  the  same  as  for  the  1961-65  period.  As  a 
percentage  of  domestic  production,  exports 
last  year  rose  to  45  percent  from  40  percent  for 
the  previous  year. 

Combined  exports  from  the  major  U.S.  com- 
petitors Australia,  Argentina,  New  Zealand, 
Canada,  and  West  Germany  accounted  for  23 
percent  of  world  trade  for  1971.  This  was  down 
significantly  from  the  30  percent  for  1970,  but 
equal  to  the  average  of  the  1961-65  period. 

Exporter  Markets  for  Tallow.  The  major 
markets  for  U.S.  tallow  and  greases  during 

1971  were  Japan,  India,  the  Netherlands, 
Korea,  Spain,  Egypt,  Pakistan,  Colombia,  and 
Brazil.  The  principal  foreign  markets  for 
Australian  tallow  were  Japan,  Republic  of 
South  Africa,  and  the  Netherlands.  New 
Zealand's  major  foreign  outlets  included  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  Netherlands,  Japan,  and 
France.  Canadian  shipments  were  destined 
mainly  to  Japan,  the  United  Kingdom,  the 
Netherlands,  and  the  United  States.  West 
Germany's  shipments  were  virtually  all  to 
other  members  of  the  European  Community. 

Export  Outlook.  World  exports  during 

1972  are  expected  to  decline  from  the  1971  high. 
U.S.  exports  to  India  and  Pakistan  will  likely 
be  at  lower  levels  as  a  result  of  the  Indian- 
Pakistan  war.  U.S.  tallow  exports  to  South 
America  are  expected  to  be  significantly  below 
1971  levels  because  of  Argentina's  recovery  in 
domestic  production. 


World  Tallow  Imports.  World  imports  of 
tallow  and  greases  in  1971  totaled  3,627  million 
pounds — up  7  percent  from  the  1970  level  of 
3,382  million  and  43  percent  above  the  1961-65 
average.  Larger  imports  recorded  for  India, 
Spain,  Japan,  Columbia,  South  Korea,  and 
Egypt,  more  than  offset  the  declines  in  the 
European  Community,  the  United  Kingdom, 
and  Mexico. 

Japan— World's     Largest  Importer. 

Japan  continues  to  be  the  world's  largest 
importer  of  tallow  and  greases,  accounting  for 
about  one-fifth  of  total  world  imports  during 
the  last  3  years.  Japan's  imports  in  1971 
totaled  650  million  pounds,  compared  with  625 
million  in  1970,  and  711  million  in  1969. 

The  United  States  continues  to  be  the 
principal  supplier,  accounting  for  63  percent  of 
the  country's  total  imports  for  1971,  compared 
with  74  percent  for  1970  and  86  percent  during 
the  1961-65  period.  Increased  competition  from 
Australia,  Canada,  and  New  Zealand  has 
reduced  the  U.S.  share  since  the  mid-1960's. 

India's  imports  of  tallow  increased  71 
percent  in  1971  to  336  million  pounds  making  it 
the  world's  second  largest  tallow  importer.  All 
of  the  imported  tallow  was  supplied  by  the 
United  States. 

The  Netherlands  slipped  to  third  place  as  an 
importer  of  tallow  and  greases  in  1971  fol- 
lowed by  Spain,  West  Germany,  Korea, 
Belgium-Luxembourg,  Egypt,  France,  and  the 
United  Kingdom.  The  United  States  continues 
to  be  the  principal  supplier  in  the  above 
countries,  with  the  exception  of  the  United 
Kingdom. 

Import  Outlet.  World  imports  of  tallow  and 
greases  during  1972  are  expected  to  turn  down 
slightly  owing  to  reduced  shipments  to  India 
as  a  result  of  the  India-Pakistan  conflict. 
Production  recoveries  in  Argentina  will  reduce 
that  country's  imports.  However,  tallow  is  con- 
tinuing to  be  substituted  for  coconut  and  palm 
kernel  oils  in  soap  manufacture  in  some 
countries.  Its  use  in  animal  feeds  continues  to 
grow  and  other  industrial  outlets  are  being 
explored  and  developed.
